Two people coming to Chicago i 
about the same tLnic, from t he san 
place, and with about tho utme nspiri 
tions, are liable to meet with similar 
experiences.

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3CIENCE OP WPESTLINQ. 

Aavic* of Billy Muldoon For Htt.lta 
and Selt-DeftoM. 

Hilly Muldoon, the great wres 
has given some "tips" iu his art and 
says that every young man should 
learn the game as a means to the pres- 
ervation of good health. Says Mul- 
doon: 

"The reason why wrestling has qui- 
etly 3unk into oblivion is because it 
has uot the outward show of excite- 
ment that boxing has. It lacks a cer- 
tain fierceness that pleases the ma- 
jority of the public. There are nc 
blows to bring out the brutal instinct, 
nor is the test of pluck so outwardly 
shown. The fact remains, and any- 
one will attest to it who knows wrest- 
ling, that pluck is required, just as 
ClUCh as in boxing. 

'1 desire to recommend this exer- 
cise to young men and boys especially, 
I have been an athlete all my life and 
connected with othere of the same 
profession. There is no cxercisi 
known which will better develop thi 
human frame physically or give i 
such lasting powers to withstand sick 
ncss and ill health as wrestling. J 
boy needs, first of all, a strong frame 
No weakling can fight his way in thi 
world without giving large attentioi 
to increasing hi* physical pow ers. Hi 
may look a good way before he cai 
tind a better opportunity for his pur 
pose than wrestling. It strengthen: 
the bones, enlarges Hie muscles, give: 
good wind and develops a pluck and 
determination that should not be neg- 
lected. 

"Those who watch wrestling and 
do not understand its principles! 

r it a slow game — a mere twisting 
around of arms and legs, with nc 
citeinent to give it a proper go. Let 
these novices try the exercise and they 
will change their mind. I have been 
so tired after a bout of wrestling that 
my arms have been almost paralyzed, 
and I was utterly . unable to raise 
them. This certainly proves 
strain of the exercise. 

"Wrestling is a scientific study, 
only of physical prowess, but of 
equilibrium. It brings out logical 
thought. A man in a certain position 
with muscles of the proper descrip- 
tion can be thrown by only one meth- 
od. It requires a study of anatomy 
to figure out this means. One must 
know each little muscle in the body 
and what power it is aide to give in 
each exertion. There are many boys 
and men who are stronger than they 
know, and yet will never realize it. 
"'reading would teach them in short 
ler just where their particular pow- 
lies and how to use it. 
"Many boys arc prevented f roni go- 
ing into this sport from the reason 
that they are told there are so many 
holds and falls to be learned. Tin y 
seem to think that it is so intricate 
that they hardly care to risk the trial 
of learning it. It is not necessary togi > 
into the study so deeply as all this. 
The main principles are all that are 
leeded. They ere very simple ami 
an be easily learned. It is only when 
wo professionals, equal in muscular 
levelopnient and scientific knowl- 
edge, meet that some particular lock 
quirm wins out. To know where 
xert the power to throw a man is 
the fulcrum of success. To throw 
• strength just under the plank 
quilibtlum and in the direction 
w here no brace can be obtained is the 
inning principle. 

""Large attention is paid to boxing 
us a means of defense in, time of dan- 
Few people think that w reeling 
holds any importance in such case>. 
Permit me to say that they are sad h 
mistaken. There is no situation that 
I know of where wrestling could not 
e used to certain advantage. It 
ould avoid bloodshed and the brutal 
ma i in ing which sometimes happens 
in scraps, liy learning my pet hobby 
a small man is able to cope with the 
larger antagonist. It isnotapleasani 
position to he in when a six-foot mar 
attacks you, if you are a mere strip- 
Vet, by get ting a low hold upon 
and w ith the knowledge of how 
to throw your strength and weight. In 
is bound to fall to the ground. It is 
ivell to remember that in such a posi- 
tion height is equalized. It then be- 
comes a mere question of coolness 
mil power. I think 1 am safe in say 
ng that all small men should learn 
wrestling, if for nothing else than 
ttieir own benefit. 

"1 am a thorough believer in phys- 
ical culture. I have had a lirgeexpe 
riencS in training men, and have seen 
old men regain their youth by inch 
is. It makes the weak strong 
1; it turns sickness into health, 
ore nu n would give up the craze
